the existence of the law of supply 
and demand— a law which a );ood 
many people forgot for a tinie in 
their zeal to saddle the cause of 
hijjh prices on to combinations and 
trusts and wholly artiticiul causes. 

Airreement now seems rather 
neneral that elevated values mt- 
terially lessened consumption — a 
fact which has been repeatedly 
pointed out in deplorioK the abnor- 
mal prices of meats which prevail- 
ed for a lime. The meat-eating 
habit is one easily cured, and it 
has been discussed with serious 
apprehension the prospect that 
hitfh prices would l)rini; meat si-ib- 
stitutes into use to such an extent 
that cocsumption would be materi- 
ally curtailed. That unfortunate 
but foreseen condition now iill'ects 
ihe industry.
